Conn., Groves said that 
Fuchs held “an important and re­ 
sponsible” position at Los Alamos 
laboratory in New Mexico during 
the war and in that post had ac­ 
cess to “a great deal of informa­ 
tion" on pending atomic matters 
and 
proposed developments. 
The story Hoover unfolded at 
a three-hour closed meeting of a 
Senate 
appropriations 
subcom­ 
mittee yesterday brought aston­ 
ishment, dismay and grim deter­ 
mination to the men who heard 
him. 
As outlined by 
the 
Senators 
present, Hoover’s story was this: 
Fuchs, a German by birth, be­ 
came a paid Moscow agent as ear­ 
ly as 1939. A physicist, 
he went 
to England and aoplied for 
and 
received 
citizenship 
papers in 
1942. 
He worked his way to Hie top 
of the British atomic delegation 
and came to this country. Cleared 
by the British security agencies, 
he was given unquestioned access 
to American atomic .secrets. 
Ile 
worked 
with 
American 
scientists, visited major atomic in­ 
stallations and even was present 
ut the assembly of a bomb, appar­ 
ently the most vital secret of all. 
He took part iii atomic matters in 
this country from late 1943, until 
June, 1946. 
In the course of his occupation, 
Fuchs was able to pick up some 
information about the 
proposed 
super-destructive hydrogen bomb. 
Senators quoted Hoover as say­ 
ing Fuchs had confessed to pass­ 
ing along atomic 
and 
hydrogen 
bomb information to tho Russians. 
I tie scientist laces trial iii buii.n 
courts, but possibly on a relative­ 
ly minor charge 
so that 
still 
secret information will not be re­ 
vealed in testimony.

Democrats Lean To 
Deeper Reductions

WASHINGTON — UP) —Propos­ 
als to cut excise taxes as much as 
$1,000,000,000 instead of the $655.- 
000,000 recommended by the ad­ 
ministration 
drew 
expanding 
Democratic support in the House 
today. 
Some of President 
Truman’s 
most constant followers joined in 
a drive for more and deeper re­ 
duction in the wartime levies. 
They included some Democratic 
members of the tax-writing Ways 
and Means committee and a quick | 
check indicated that the bloc, with 
Republicans expected to vote sol­ 
idly for larger cuts, may take con­ 
trol and write their own ticket. 
.They proposed to add $325,000.- 
000 or more to the proposed speci­ 
fied reductions 
by 
cutting 
the 
taxes on such things as theater 
tickets, local telephone bills, and 
cameras and other photographic 
equipment. 
In outlining the administration’s 
tax program in detail yesterday, 
Secretary of the Treasurer Snyder 
called for higher taxes on corpora­ 
tions, estates and gifts, 
and 
the 
plugging of what he called loop­ 
holes in the present tax law. Sny­ 
der figures those increases would 
offset the proposed excise reduc­ 
tions and bring in net additional 
revenue of about $1,000,000,000. 
Not Interested In Boost 
The lawmakers showed more 
immediate interest in the proposed 
excise cuts than they did in the 
tax-boosting features of the ad­ 
ministration’s program. 
The Ways and Means commit­ 
tee has 15 Democratic and IO Re­ 
publican members. Three of the 
Democrats came out firmly today 
for more reductions. 
One of these three, Rep. Young 
(D-Ohio), said he was disappoint­ 
ed by the restrictions proposed on 
the excise taxes reductions. 
“I think the administration is 
on very unsound ground when it 
says that before we remove these 
atrocious and indefensible taxes 
we must first 
increase 
revenue 
somewhere else,” he said.

The president and con­ 
gress have ultimate authority, but neither 
the chief executive nor congressional com­ 
mittees have the time to settle the enor­ 
mous number of issues which must neces­ 
sarily arise in any research, development 
or procurement, program. The worst way 
to make decisions is to resolve conflict in 
favor of those with the loudest voices or 
the closest approach to political leaders. . .” 
ROCHESTER SPEECH 
As though to stress its importance, 
Dr. 
Conant sounded the same theme in a speech 
in Rochester, N. Y., the other day. In that 
address, widely distributed, he said: 
“Have we devised as yet even the first 
approximation to a satisfactory procedure 
for evaluating technical judgments on mat­ 
ters connected with the national defense? 
Some who have been close to th postwar 
scene in Washington and 
have 
followed 
some of the research 
and 
development 
projects must be inclined to answer this 
question in the negative.” 
One of these is said to be Vannevar Bush, 
head of the office of scientific research and 
development during th war.

WASHINGTON—It seems a far cry from 
the civil rights issue in the south to the 
public power question in Montana, but the 
story has just leaked out 
as to how a coalition of

program in the senate a 
year ago. 
The deal was engineer­ 
ed by the Montana Pow­ 
er and Light Co., and il­ 
lustrates how certain COP 
mnneuverings b e t w e e n 
elections help to lose elec­ 
tions on election day.

May Work In 
U. S. Forests 


LANSING — (ZP) — The U. S. 
Forest Service is investigating the 
possibility of 
putting Michigan 
prison inmates to work in Fed­ 
eral 
forests 
while 
Michigan 
unionists are casting a suspicious 
eye at the expanding program. 
James Diehl and G. L. Dim- 
mick of the regional forester’s 
office at Milwaukee 
called 
on 
Corrections Commissioner Ernest 
C. Brooks to find on what basis 
he would be willing to send pri­ 
soners into 
the 
Manistee 
and 
Huron National Forests. 
Brooks said 
that 
unless 
the 
State legislature appropriated spe­ 
cial money for the purpose, the 
Federal government would have 
to foot the bill for all expenses 
above what it costs to maintain 
the men in prisons. 
This would mean, Brooks said, 
the forest service would have to 
build barracks, and pay for 
the 
extra guards needed 
at 
prison i 
camps. He emphasized 
he 
was 
favorable to the plan, but that 
he had no authority 
to 
promise 
any financial assistance. 
Diehl and Dimmick said they 
would 
report 
to 
Washington. 
Their 
visit 
was 
instigated 
by 
Congressman Gerald R. Ford. Jr., 
(R-Mieh) who made a tour of 
the Michigan prison camps last 
summer. 
A 
group 
of 
AFL 
building 
trades 
representatives 
led 
by 
Robert Scott, 
secretary 
of the 
Michigan Federation 
of 
Labor, 
called on Brooks to survey 
the 
work already done 
under 
the 
two-year-old 
program, 
and 
to 
check plans for future work. 
Th.e union lenders 
said

were concerned that the prisoners 
were coming close to competing 
with their men for work. 
They 
asked that in the future, proposed 
construction 
projects 
in 
state 
recreation areas be cleared with

Brooks outlined in detail 
the 
road building, beach cleaning, and 
similar construction work already 
done and said future work was of 
the same category. He said the 
prisoners were doing work that 
was not in competition with union 
labor but rather work that never 
would be done if not by prison­ 
ers.

with the unions, but he said there i 
was no disposition on the part of 1 
his department or the conserva- j 
tion department to infringe on the 
work of union members.

Radiant 
panel 
heating, 
the 
dream of householders for cheap­ 
er and cleaner uniform heat, is 
being tested under “almost impos­ 
sible” conditions in engineering 
experimental 
tests 
a t 
Michigan 
State College. 
Results of tests with fin tubes 
in a drafty steel classroom build­ 
ing will go far in determining the 
value of the system under all con­ 
ditions, 
according 
to 
Lorin G. 
Miller, dean of the School of E n­ 
gineering. 
“If we can heat that building, 
we can heat anything,” Dean M il­ 
ler said. “Specific data on costs 
of installation and operation will 
come later,” he said. “But the big 
question now is, can it be done?” 
Strong winds whip under the 
poorly-constructed 
b u i l d i n g , 
which 
stands 
unprotected on a 
plain-like 
area 
on the campus 
near the Red Cedar River. 
The 
building 
has 
never before been 
insulated or successfully heated, 
Dean Miller said. 
Into this nightm are for a heating 
engineer has been installed a ceil­ 
ing panel heating system. Equip­ 
ment 
installation 
is 
under the 
joint auspices of the Kritzer R a­ 
diant Coils, Inc., of Chicago, and 
the AAA Engineering Sales Co., 
of Detroit and Lansing, sponsors 
of the project. 
It’s Old Stuff 
Robert 
Waalkes, instructor in 
mechanical engineering at MSC, 
is coordinating the project. Radi­ 
ant panel heating, he said, is as 
old 
as 
the fire boxes and wall 
flues of ancient Rome. In its m od­ 
ern form ceiling, floor, wall, or 
baseboard

give off heat
